This, with only the slightest of adjustments, will be the 
team that opens Australia’s World Cup campaign against 
New Zealand in Auckland on April 25. 


Walter Valeri, the Canberra striker, who had been vying for Gary Cole's 
position, almost certainly is out of contention due to an ankle injury sustained 
during the match against Sydney Olympic last Sunday. 


Valeri was carried off late in the 
match with damaged ligaments and 
could be out of action for up to three 
weeks. 

Steve Hogg of Brisbane Lions was 
sent home from the Socceroos’ training 
camp at Maroubra in Sydney because of 
badly swollen ankles, 

Heidelberg’s Jim Tansey made a suc- 
cessful comeback against Sydney City. 
In a hard training run at Maroubra on 
Monday morning, there was no trace of 
the knee injury that had been keeping 
Tansey on the sidelines. 

Gutendorf has told me he favors Tony 
Hencerson as sweeper, Murray Barnes 
as stopper and Billy Rogers as defensive 
midfielder — a powerful combination. 

But John Yzendoorn of Heidelberg 
also has strong claims to a place in the 
side, and Gutendorf admires the skills of 
Sebastian Giampaolo who has been play- 
ing well for Leichhardt. 

Giampaolo is vying with Eddie Krnce- 
vic for a place on the left side of the at- 


tack. Much depends on their form and 
their determination in training camp, 
but the odds favor Krncevic who is a 
proven player at international level, a 
determined fighter and also the top 
scorer in the squad. 


There were minor injury problems in 
camp early this week. Ken Boden was 
worried by a slight hamstring strain, 
Allan Maher had a bruised elbow, and 
Rogers was sent to hospital to have his 
knee x-rayed. 


Gutendorf wil) have another training 
camp from Monday to Thursday next 
week and the squad leaves for New Zea- 
land on Monday week. 


Australia’s chances of qualifying for 
the World Cup finals continue to in- 
crease week by week. First Iran, the 
1978 finalist, withdrew for political rea- 
sons, and then Olympic qualifier Iraq 
was eliminated by Saudi Arabia.

Paddy 
Bannon was being “‘retired’’. 

The sacking of Manny Poulakakis came almost as an after- 


thought 


That was three weeks ago and everyone was talking about the 


turn of events. 


Rumour had been rife that there was going to be a clear out at 


Heidelberg. 


Jim Williams was a casualty. He was dumped and joined Victor- 


ian State League club Green Gully Ajax.

Then Bannon was substituted with 20 minutes to gona training 


game against Box Hill. 


Poulakakis had told the players of his sacking before the match. 
He followed Bannon into the dressing room. 
As Bannon was changing, Poulakakis started talking about being 


a man and facing up to life. 


Arthur Loustas and Spiros Rombotis appeared in the dressing 
room. Poulakakis told Bannon that he was to be retired. : 

“Whose going to retire me? ‘‘Bannon asked. 

“You or these two standing behind you?” 

Loustas and Rombotis were silent. Bannon was furious. 

As time passed his fury turned into pain. He was deeply hurt by 
the club’s action. In that dressing room eight years suddenly 


seemed like eight minutes. 


“It came like a bolt right out of the blue,’ said Bannon. 

“] asked the committee why they'd taken this action. They 
wouldn't or couldn’t give me a reason, They still haven't.”” 

“But wee Jimmy-Rooney stuck by me right to the end. The wee 


man’s got bags of character." 


Rooney took over on a caretaker basis. There was no way that he 





Evans’ goal still a bad 


memory for Whittle 


Even though he made only 74 appearances 
for the club, Alan Whittle holds a special 
place in the hearts of the legions of Everton 
supporters throughout the world, due to his 
exploits in the championship season of 1969 - 


70. 

It was not only Whittle’s 
non-stop, aggressive style 
which endeared him to Ever- 
tonians during that golden 
year, but also his uncanny abil- 
ity to score vital goals. 


The tenacious blond forward 
notched eleven that season, 
five of them being match- 
winners during the run-in to 
the title, while a sixth earneda 
crucial draw at Arsenal. 


Now he is about to add his 
talents to PSL team Preston 
Makedonia. 


A product of Liverpool 
schools soccer, Whittle made 
his debut for Everton in 1968 
and was chosen for the Eng- 
land Youth team in the same 
year. 


He blended perfectly into 
an Everton combination which 
proved to be one of the out- 
standing teams in post-war 
English football, producing 
champagne soccer in the prou- 
dest traditions of the club. 


The championship success 
qualified the ““Toffeemen” for 
the following season’s Eu- 
ropean Champions’ Cup and 
here Whittle battled against 
Keflavic, Borussia Moen- 
chengladbach and Pan- 
athinaikos, before the Greek 
champion knocked Everton 
out on the away goals ruling. 

A further disappointment 
followed when Everton was 
defeated by arch-rival Liver- 
pool in a FA Cup semi final 
before a 62,144 crowd. 


One of Liverpool’s goalsco- 
rers that day was Alun Evans, 
so Whittle will be anxious to 
extract belated revenge when 
Preston next encounters South 
Melbourne! 


Slight consolation came in 
the form of an England under- 
23 ‘‘cap’” against Wales 

Handicapped by internal 
traumas, Everton declined 
dramatically and Whittle was 
happy to move to Crystal 
Palace in December 1972, ina 
$200.000 transfer. 


during the 5 - 0 rout of Man- 
chester United, but this was to 
prove a rare bright spot in a 
disastrous season which ended 
with relegation. 


Worse was to follow. Under 
the flamboyant Malcolm Alli- 
son, Palace dropped straight 
through into Division Three 
and it was at this level that 
Whittle was to display his 
talents for the next two sea- 
sons. 


The 1976 F.A. Cup however 
provided him with an oppor- 
tunity to remind the soccer 
world of his capabilities. 
Whittle’s winning goal against 
Sunderland in the quarter 
finals was later acclaimed as 
one of the ‘‘Rothmans’ Great 
Goals of the Season."’ 


For a second time the bitter 
frustration of defeat one step 
from Wembley was ex- 
perienced as eventual winner 
Southampton defeated the 
South Londoners 2 - 0. 


Disillusioned with the club’s 
failure to escape division three 
and Malcolm Allison’s subse- 
quent dismissal, Whittle was 

anted a free transfer and 
moved to Sheffield United. 


Life in the grim Northern 
steel city did not appeal though 
and less than a month later he 
returned to London, signing 
for Second Division Orient. 


Whittle’s four years at Bris- 
bane Road proved to be the 
bleakest period of his career. 


In the first season Orient 
avoided relegation by a single 
point and then injury and loss 
of form conspired to deprive 
Whittle of first team footbali 
for 18 months. 


Financial difficulties forced 
Orient to release their ex- 
perienced forward, to be even- 
tually snapped up by Fourth 
Division Bournemouth. 

Whittle immediately set 
about proving that he still had 
a great deal to offer the game 
and made a substantial contri- 
bution as the Hampshire club 






And in fact, it seems that 
someone told him when he ap- 
plied for the job in Canberra, 
that he would be coaching the 
youth team for the 
championships when he ar- 
rived here. 

Obviously there’s a great 
deal going on behind the 
scenes that even some of the 
ASF officials don’t know 
about. 

Jim Shoulder was a tragic 
failure when he was in charge 
of the 1978 World Cup cam- 
paign. 

He proved he just could not 
handle the situation. He had 
his chance and blew it. 

In fact he was a very lucky 
man when he was appointed to 
his present position in 
Canberra and it was not a pop- 
ular choice here in Australia, 

Now he has that job, he 





should stick to it and concen- 
trate on it and not try to push 
for another national team posi- 
tion. 

Such an appointment would 
cause the biggest uproar in 
Australian soccer since he was 
appointed Socceroo coach for 
the 1978 World Cup series. 

That’s the trouble with the 
“academics” in soccer - they 
want to take over completely 
and mess up the whole system. 
. They tried it in England and 
fortunately for the game 
there, sanity prevailed and the 
professionals were given the 
reins. 

Rudi Gutendorf and Les 
Scheinflug are the men to 
guide our youth team and 
having been given the job they 
should be allowed to continue 
without innuendos from people 
like Shoulder.

The fact that Tasmania does not have a 
soccer team in the Philips League this season 
does not mean that the idea is dead and for- 
gotten. Far from it! The lessons learned from 
last year’s attempt to enter a team in the 
League may well ensure success the next 
time round. 


Last season’s submission was prepared by the South Hobart 
Ground Board of Management Committee, together with several 
other interested people. 

The submission, presented to the Australian Soccer Feder- 
ation, was extremely well researched and presented. 

Brian Le Fevre, Secretary of the ASF, stated that it was one of 
the most impressive applications for membership ever received. 

It was so impressive, in fact, that when the fixture list for 1981 
was drawn up, the Tasmanian Devils were included, 

The submission was eventually withdrawn for two reasons. 

One was the lack of sponsorship. 

The other was because Ken Morton, the coach named in the 
submission, had already joined Wollongong. Morton had applied 
for the coaching position at Wollongong and when it was accepted 
into the League, well before a Tasmanian team had been granted 
membership, he understandably accepted that position. 

Neither of these reasons should prevent Tasmania from ap- 
plying again. A second submission may very well be successful. 

Tasmanian soccer supporters can be certain that it would be as 
meticulous in its presentation as the first one was. 

Several Tasmanian businessmen are alrady showing interest in 
forming a consortium to sponsor a Tasmanian team. 

On the coaching side, it is not unlikely that Ken Morton would 
be willing to consider coaching the team if an application for 
éntry was successful. Morton already has shown that he has what 
it takes. He was highly successful in Tasmania and his new team 
has made an impressive start in the Philips League. 

Wollongong still is unbeaten and is attracting good crowds. 

Public support is essential if a second submission is to be made. 

Sponsors would have to be convinced that Tasmanian soccer 
supporters are interested in having a Tasmanian team in the 
Philips League and Tasmanians would need to overcome the noto- 
rious parochialism that exists in the State. They would need to put 
the welfare of soccer ahead of club loyalties and petty jealousies. 

If they can do this then soccer will progress in Tasmania and 


the soccer-playing youngsters of today will have a future. They 
may well be the national stars of tomorrow. They will have the 
opportunity to perform on the national stage and the Tasmanian 
public will form part of the audience.
